for the northern division of MayO, was 
due to arriye in New York yesterday to 
resume the work of organizing branches 
of the Tnited Irish League throughout 
the United States. This was the work so 
effectively begun by William Redmond 
and continued by Joseph Devlin a year 
ago. O'Kelly is sent out st the request 
of the ofEcen of the United Irish Leegue 
of Americs, who are desttens of extend' 
ing the orgsnisatlon in sections of the 
country where it bss not yet been estab 
lished. Now that the Irish party has 
placed the home rule issue in the fore 
front of the programme and intends to 
make it the supreme question at the gen- 
eral election, which is expected within a 
few months, it is deemed necessary that 
the organization in the United States 
should be pieced in the best possible 
position to render sssistence to the Irish 
party and the United Irleh League la Ire> 
land. The selectloa for the cvrylng out 
of the work is sn excellent one. O'Kelly 
lived in America for some years before he 
was elected to Parliament. He was born 
at Claremorrjs, County Mayo, in 1873 
and received his education in the national 
schools of the district and later in Dub 
lin. He is s newspsper man by profes 
sion snd is a cspaUe and eloquent 
spesker. O'Kelly wss elected s member 
oftheMsyo County Conndl for the dis- 
trict of CIsrsmorria in April, 1899, im- 
medistely sfter the passage of the locsl 
government act of tlie preceding year. 
Although one of the youngest, if not the 
youngest member of the council, he was 
made its Chairman and has acted in that 
capacity since. He is President of the 
South Mayo Executive of the United 
Irish League and a member of the Na- 
tional Directory of that body. He was 
elected member of Fsrlismcnt for North 
Mayo at the general election of 1900 and 
has since been scting s* one of the Secre- 
tarteir of the Irish Psrliamentsry party. - 
Arrangements are being perfected by 
the officers of the United Irish League in 
America to enable him to address giither 
ings of his countrymen all over the I'nited 
States. He will probably stay a couple 
of months.

The bill introduced into the Legislature 
to make the taxpayera of the dty of 
Louisville pey |16,000 e yeer f^ school 
books for children attending the public 
schools is sn extraordinary and repre- 
hensible attempt to provide a "graft" 
for some school book publisher and to 
bribe pupils to leave private schools. 
The law already provides that books 
absll be furnished free to needy and in- 
digent children. The Keatncky statntca, 
section 4,406, provides ss follows: 

"It dull be the daty of each County 
Snperlatendent, befon the opening of 
the schools esch yesr, and from time to 
time, by personal observation or from 
Trustees and teachers and otherwise, to as- 
certain the number and cost of text books 
upon each of the common school branches 
needed by the indigent children of esch 
district and of the county for use in the 
common schools, and shall report to the 
County Judge the number and kind of 
books needed, when the County Jndge 
shdl pnretaase the books and pey for 
them by en dknrsnce msde by the 
Piscal Court of the county; the County 
Jndge shall turn them over to the County 
Superintendent for distribution, taking 
receipt for the number and value of the 
books, but the cost of said books shsll 
not exceed in the a g greg a te |100 in any 
county per annum. It ia hereby made 
the spedal duty of the County and City 
School Superintendent of common 
achool to report to the Ooanty Jndge the 
namea of all snch indigent children 
furnished them by Trustees, and to see 
that tha_p«wlsiea»..ai)4iiiiMsssllea>eiis^ 

faithfully executed." ' " ' " - 
No child therefore can now be ex- 
cluded from the schools for want of 
books. That is far enough for the tax- 
payers to go. To give free hooka to the 
children of the rich and to othen abtuid* 
autly able to bny booka at the expenae of 
the Uxpayen is rimply ontngeons. 
Somebody with a sinister hidden purpose 
or some greedy corporation must hsve 
started this scheme snd must hsve im- 
posed upon those who have presented it 
to the Legislature. 

Eveiy man that pays the rent of a 
house indirectly pays the taxes on the 
house. The landlord includes the tsxes 
and repain in the rent. Hence the poor> 
ed people an paying tazas even if they 
do not know It Mlae4entbs of the tssea 
sre paid by poor people. To make such 
people buy books for the rich or for peo- 
Die with ample means to buy their own 
books is outrageous injustice. It would 
be just as reasonable for the poor to buy 
the clothes and shoes of rich children. 
There is a goo<l argument for making 
education free to all without discrimina- 
tion, but there is no argument for giving 
clothes, shoes or books to the children of 
parenU well able to pey lor anch things. 
It wodd be bdter to spend |10.000 s 
yeer to bny bread, cod and nlment for 
the suffering poor than to spend that 
money in buying books for children thst 
already live on the fat of the land. 

This bill, if not pressed by greedy cor- 
porations that manufacture books for 
profit, must be pressed by bigoted men 
who want to close private schools. It is 
a mean and cowardly blow dmed at the 
Catholic schools. It is an attempt to 
bribe CatbolicB to leave thdr own 
achaola, anppoited by thdr own money, 
snd to come to schools where dl 
sorts of "goodies" sre passed sround free 
to poor and rich msinly at the expense of 
the poor tax payers of the city. Catholics 
now, in obedience to their conscience, 
submit to a double tax to give their chil- 
dren a Christian e<lucatiou of their own 
liking; to ask them also to buy books not 
for the indigent, who get them free, bnt 
for the rich, who can bny dl they want, 
would be a shamefnl Injustice. City 
taxes an already heevy enough. To Itf- 
creaae them aecdiesdy would be a great 
wrong. 

As was stated in last week's issue, the 

measure is doomed, not enough tinuaow 
remaining to enact it into law.

5AME OLD STORY. 



It seems that England's treat- 
ment of Ireland win this year be 
but a repetition of the old, old 
story of cruelty end injustice. Re- 
cently in the House of Commons 
John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
Parliamentary party, atUcked the 
whole system of government in 
Ireland, and contended that there 
was no solution of the problem but 
home rule. He said that for the 
benefit of the Government of today, 
as well as for the benefit of the 
Qovemment of tomorrow, who 
might be hugging the comfortable 
delusion that they could obtain 
Irish support in an alternative 
pdicf. 

Secretary Wyndham, in reply, 
said that instead of all their diffi- 
culties disappearing, if Ireland had 
home nde, it would, as an insUnce, 
be very difficult, if not impossible, 
for Ireland to carry out a financial 
operation such as that of last year. 
With regard to a Catholic univer- 
sity, the Government did not pur- 
pose to bring in a bill dealing with 
that question. Ireland required 
greater opportunitiea for higher 
education, but he could not obtain 
these until there was substantial 
agreement between all parties in- 
terested. 

Thus it will be seen there seems 
little prospect of favorable legisla- 
tion at this session, but if the Irish 
party stand together they may be 
able to force the Government to go 
before the people. England will 
always have trouble until she treats 
Ireland right. * To do this she 
must grant home rule. 

The Kentucky Legislature will 
adjourn sine die at noon on.Tue8- 
day, March 15. This session has 
been free from anything having the 
appearance of scandal until within 
the past week, when committees 
were promptly appointed by both 
the House and Senate to investi- 
gate newspapei charges that are 
apparently without foundation. 
Harmony has prevailed betwe«D
